A safety drive by rod and gun 
club members 
and officials of 
Lower Makefield Township has 
succeeded in almost eliminating 
local complaints of negligent hunt­ 
ers. it was reported last night at 
a meeting of the township’s Board 
of Supervisors.

Straw® said that since the Nov 
7 meeting of the board, when 
adoption of an ordinance to re­ 
strict 
hunting 
was 
considered, 
complaints to his office of hunt­ 
ers have 
sharply 
dropj*cd 
off 
from the almost IOO separate out­ 
cries registered prior to Hie ses­ 
sion. 
About 30 members of area rod 
and gun clubs appeared 
before 
the three-man board earlier tin- 
month to plead against a proposed 
ordinance. They were backed by 
a representative from the Jtau? 
f* ish and Game Commission who 
also asked the hoard to avoid 
passing an 
ordinance, 
stating 
that the state legislature would 
consider a comprehensive hunting 
law in its 1961 session. 


-Signs Purchased 
It was decided that the town­ 
ship would purchase 2 000 Safety 
Zone signs which would be posted 
by rod and gun club mem!>ers, 
civic associations and Boy Scout'-. 
The signs. 500 of which have 
lieen 
posted around 
residential 
areas and adjoining open fields. 
forbid discharging of a firearm 
within 150 yards. In addition to the 
signs, Struwe said,

to move beyond the legal limit 
and received their cooperation.
